Unbearable pain caused by den- 
tal lesions is not only a critical in- 
dustrial health problem but one of 
safety + gma Pain, sleepless- 
ness and subsequent fatigue and 
mental distraction are factors that 
make the victim vulnerable to in- 
dustrial accidents. The worker, suf- 
fering from an agonizing toothache 
is not only endangering his own 
safety but that of his fellow work- 
men. 


Plant Dental Services 


Industrial health programs can 
be augmented by dental health 
services that would fulfill industrial 
needs in providing remedial, 
prophylactic care without invading 
the field of restorative dentistry or 
assuming the responsibility of den- 
tal rehabilitation.

The scope of such services 
should include: examinations—clini- 
cal and radiographic, diagnosis,

fool accustomed to making 
peace-time products, were pre- 
cipitated into the manufacture of 
war products, and with the sudden 
change came new problems in in- 
dustrial hygiene. Assisting industry 
to solve these problems is a major 
function of the state and local in- 
dustrial hygiene services in the 
country. This responsibility was 
delegated to them as their role in 
the nation-wide industrial hygiene 
program. 

As a rule, the professional per- 
sonnel of an industrial hygiene 
unit function as a team, each per- 
son having certain services to per- 
form. A typical unit consists of a 
—— an engineer, a chemist, 
requently a nurse, and the usual 
supporting staff of one or more 
clerks. However, only a small pro- 
portion of the state organizations 








have staffs consisting of more than 
four professional employees. Ob- 
viously, the organization that is 
working toward the reduction of 
some of the 500 million man days 
lost annually in industry is not nu- 
merically an impressive one. 

As compared to the economic 
cost of industrial disabilities—at 
least 10 billion dollars annually— 
the industrial hygiene services 
spend upwards of 1 million dollars 
a year. 


Federal Assistance 


Many of the units would be un- 
able to meet the additional de- 
mands placed upon them without 
Federal help. A cooperative rela- 
tionship exists between the serv- 
ices and the Division of Industrial 
Hygiene, National Institute of 
Health. This Division has the re- 
sponsibility of leading the national 
industrial hygiene program. It not 
only guides and helps the units, 
but is the contact with such war 
agencies, as the WMC, WPB, and 
OCD. The Division loans the units

material, equipment and assistance; 
and offers other activities that make 
for further unity and closer rela- 
tions. Thus, the state and local 
services, despite limited resources, 
are in an excellent position to help 
industry with its health problems. 


Activities

complished during a uniform pe- 
riod of time. There is however a 
system for reporting field activities, 
and it consists of a brief individual 
history of each plant investigation 
and certain information on promo- 
tional and educational activities. 
In general, each unit engages to 
some degree in three types of ac- 
tivities: promotional, educational, 
and technical. The objective of 
each unit is the reduction of lost 
time in industry through the pro- 
motion and conservation of health. 
Each unit’s program, at present, 
calls for a concerted effort to con- 
tact each industrial establishment 
working on Government contract, 
and to render to the plant certain 
services pertaining to the conserva- 
tion of the worker’s health. Aside 
from the number of workers ac- 
tually rendered some type of serv- 
ice by the units, we have no way 
of telling how many more were 
indirectly benefited, nor the ex- 
tent of saving in terms of lives, ill-

Buy well-made ladders, tell 
your workers how to use them, 
and you should have few lad- 
der accidents. 


CCIDENT reports show that 
falls from ladders are too nu- 
merous and that many of them re- 
sult in serious personal injuries. 
Nearly all of these accidents are 
from two general causes: (1) de- 
fective ladders, and (2) unsafe acts 
on the part of persons using lad- 
ders. 

Some ladders are defective from 
the start. These are chiefly home- 
made and made-on-the-job ladders 
that are constructed of pieces of 
scrap lumber hastily nailed to- 
gether. Such dangerous equipment 
should never be used. Safe con- 
struction is assured by complying 
with the standards of the American 
Standards Association, and these 
should be followed whenever lad- 
ders are built, either on the job or 
by ladder manufacturers. 


Maintenance and Inspection 


Unless proper maintenance 
methods are employed, dangerous 
defects eventually will appear even 
in well-constructed ladders as the 
result of natural deterioration and 
ordinary wear and tear. Common 
defects are cracked, broken and 
missing rungs or steps, and cracked 
or broken side-bars. The fastenings 
of permanent-type straight ladders 
sometimes work loose or are 
broken, and the leg-braces of step- 
ladders become worn or broken so 
that they do not lock securely in 
the open position. 

Frequent inspections and repairs 
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will prevent many accidents. How- 
ever, the repair work should be en- 
trusted to someone who has the 
skill to restore the ladder to safe 
condition. 


Unsafe Practices 


One of the most common un- 
safe practices is that of carrying ob- 
jects in the hand when ascending 
ladders. Safety requires that both 
hands be free to grasp the side- 
bars, and that a rope be used to 
hoist necessary equipment. 

Other bad practices in connec- 
tion with straight rung-type lad- 
ders are: reaching to one side when 
standing on a ladder, thus throw- 
ing it off balance; using too short a 
ladder and setting it on insecure 
support in order to extend the 
height; facing away from a ladder 
when descending it; and sliding 
down a ladder. 

Every ladder should be long 
enough to extend at least five feet 
above the highest landing to which 
it gives access, so that a person 


This is the only right way to grasp a ladder 
when climbing .. . 
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may have support for his hands 
when stepping on or off. This ex- 
tra length may be obtained by se- 
curely nailing stout strips to the 
side-bars; but this is recommended 
only if a ladder of suitable length 
is not obtainable. 


Secure Base 


Ladders should be secured at 
both top and bottom to prevent 
slipping or tipping. All portable 
ladders should be set on firm and 
level foundations and be placed so 
that they neither slip, slide or tip 
over. They should be equipped 
with safety pads or shoes, or with 
spurs, whenever they rest on any 
surface or material.on which they 
are likely to slip. 

Ladders, other than those that 
are secured, should be set up at an 
angle of about 75 degrees with the 
horizontal. This will be assured if 
the horizontal distance from the 
base of a ladder to the wall is equal 
to one fourth of the ladder.

SYCHOLOGY is “the science 

which treats of the mind in any 
of its aspects.” Industrial psychol- 
ogy deals with the behavior of per- 
sons at work; and safety psychol- 
ogy, with this work behavior as it 
affects the safety of the employees. 
The possibility of injury exists in 
all work activities; therefore, it is 
important to attempt to understand 
and control all work behavior in 
the interest of safety. 

When a new man reports for 
work, he brings with him certain 
abilities and attitudes, either latent 
or fully developed, which will have 
definite influence upon the manner 
in which he works and the manner 
in which he responds to sugges- 
tions. 

Theoretically, the new employee 
should report for work only after 
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What goes on in the work- 
er’'s mind may influ- 
ence even the most well 
planned safety program. 


careful placement in the light of 
his abilities. A number of pre- 
employment tests have been de- 
vised that reveal a man’s adapta- 
bility and traits that will have a 
bearing on his relationship with 
others. Physical examinations may 
be used to determine his ability to 
perform certain jobs with due re- 
gard to safety. 


Supervisor’s Responsibility 


Once the man has been hired, his 
performance, with regard to safety, 
becomes the responsibility of his 
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supervisors. Seeing the man in per- 
formance and contact with others, 
the supervisor can properly evalu- 
ate abilities and traits. He is the 
keyman, not only in production, 
but in safety, and in applying psy- 
chology. Through intimate contact 
he comes to know the likes and 
dislikes of each man, outside fac- 
tors that may have a bearing on 
the worker’s frame of mind, and 
he learns the best method of get- 
ting the men to respond favorably. 

First impressions are important. 
If a new man walks into a dis- 
orderly and dirty shop, if he sees 
unguarded machinery, he is not 
likely to take seriously any sugges- 
tions. These same conditions like- 
wise make it difficult to sway old 
employees. The supervisor, in or- 
der to put over his campaign for 
safety, must do his utmost to main- 
tain the highest possible working 
standard. While he himself cannot 
purchase machinery guards and 
maintenance crews, he can bring 
unsatisfactory conditions to the at- 
tention of management, and he can 
see that his men use the equip- 
ment provided. 


Classification 


While no two persons are exactly 
alike, experience has shown that 
approximately 20% of any group 
will be superior, 60% normal, and 
20% inferior. Leaders and superior 
performers will be found among 
the top 20%, while the accident- 
prone and other problem cases will 
probably come from the inferior 
20%. 

Generally speaking, industry is 
interested mainly in the normal 
individual. That individual who is 
so maladjusted as not to be useable 
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is the concern of the psychiatrist 
rather than the psychologist. Su- 
pervisors, interested in safe produc- 
tion, should learn to detect the in- 
dividual so maladjusted as to be 
likely to interfere with harmonious 
function. 


Normal Ineclinations 


Every normal individual pos- 
sesses certain latent or active de- 
sires to which the safety appeal 
may be made. Those generally 
agreed upon are: fear of personal 
injury, desire to avoid personal loss, 
desire for reward, for leadership, to 
be outstanding, to prevent injuries 
to others, to avoid creating an un- 
favorable impression, fear of pun- 
ishment. In stimulating these de- 
sires, arguments and means used 
should be carefully devised to ap- 
peal to such traits as: selfishness, 
ambition, pride, compassion, re- 
sponsibility, loyalty, imagination 
and patriotism. 

These traits and their degree 
vary with the individual. In the 
planning of a campaign, appeal 
should be directed to the more 
commonly-felt desires. Awards for 
best performance are directed at 
the trait of ambition and appeal to 
the desire to excel. A monetary 
award answers the desire for ma- 
terial reward. The “booby-prize” 
angle is directed at the trait of 
pride, and contestants are stimu- 
lated to escape this humiliating 
designation. 


Self-preservation 


Fear of personal injury has been 
the basis of many safety posters. 
The picture of the bleeding arm- 
stump or the twisted limb breeds a 
wholesome fear of injury. A good il- 
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lustration of the appeal to com- 
passion (the desire to prevent in- 
jury to others) can be found in a 
recent highway safety poster—that 





Much of the experience-won 

knowledge of human behavior 

has been crystallized into short 
statements and truisms which 
are well worth keeping in mind. 

Some of them are: 

It is easier to form a new habit 
than eradicate an old one. 
Repetition is the basis of learn- 

ing. 

Limit the use of the negative 
to absolute prohibitions—tell 
what to do rather than what 
not to do. 

The majority of people are rule- 
of-thumb-they like specific 
rules. 

Every man wants approval. 

Irritability is a sign of some- 
thing wrong in health, home, 
work conditions, or attitude 
of mind. 

The listener usually really gets 
only part of what you say. 
Therefore, repeat the impor- 
tant ideas. 

Some people are half-sick and 
don’t know it. They may 
need a rest period, better 
diet, better hygiene; they 
need a doctor’s services. 

The capacity of the human 
mind is limited to relatively 
few ideas concerning. any 
given thing. 

Give a oo the - of the 
idea; let him work it out and 
make it his own. 

Get men to talk—it will help 
them to think and to remem- 
ber.

Give Individual Attention 


A campaign to arouse the in- 
terest of a group as a whole has its 
disadvantages. Some men respond 
readily to an appeal to pride, others 
may react slightly, if at all. Some 
men respond quickly to the lash 
of ridicule; others resent it or even 
react against it. Those with a 
nation and feeling are influenced by 
a portrayal of harm they may cause 
co-workers; the calloused are left 
untouched. Still overs, “overcon- 
scious” of danger, may lose self- 
assurance and self-confidence. 

The supervisor has a small audi- 
ence; he can address each individ- 
ual separately, shaping his appeal 
to the traits of character and de- 
sires strongest in the person whom 
he is addressing at the moment. 
Furthermore, the successful super- 
visor is well aware of the stimulus 
to use in each case. 


Correctment 


Such factors as dislike of a per- 
son or work, or ineptitude in cer- 
tain tasks, may be remedied by 
changing the man to another de- 
partment, away from the disliked 
object, to more interesting or bet- 
ter-suited work. Deep-seated, ag- 
gravated traits of character may 
demand long-continued treatment; 
they may be incorrectible. Some- 
times the services of a professional 
psychologist, or even a psychiatrist, 
may be necessary to uncover the 
trait responsible for accident- 
proneness.

Where Statements Are in Conflict 


I" was the claimant’s duty, in the 

company’s rolling mills, to guide 
bars of steel, as they emerge from a 
feed roll, by means of a large power 
hook. On September 25, 1941, one 
of the bars unexpectedly jumped for- 
ward, struck the hook, and knocked 
it into his abdomen. It left a mark and 
caused injury described as a sprain

of the backside and abdomen. The 
accident was reported to the foreman, 
and the claimant was immediately 
taken to the emergency station at the 
plant where he claimed to the attend- 
ing nurse that he had been injured by 
a blow from the hook. 

Because of continuing pain, the 
claimant was unable to engage in the 
heavy work to which he was accus- 
tomed, but was confined to other and 
lighter jobs. 

There was some conflict of opinion 
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as to how the claimant obtained his 
injury. 

Some time later, he was admitted to 
a hospital where an osteoarthritic con- 
dition was found in his spine. A state- 
ment made to the company nurse on 
the date in question was to the effect 
that the claimant contended he re- 
ceived his pains by reason of exces- 
sive heat, and no blow from the hook 
had been reported. 

There was no question, however, 
that from the facts submitted, regard- 
less of their conflict, the claimant did 
receive a blow so severe as to require 
him to stop working and undergo hos- 
pital treatment; and that when he re- 
turned to work, he was not able to 
resume the heavy labor in which he 
was angaged at the time of the acci- 
dent. 

The medical experts were divided 
as to whether or not the disability 
was the result of an accident. The 
court concluded that notwithstand- 
ing the opinion of the medical ex- 
perts, but in view of the history of 
claimant’s employment, it was logi- 
cal to assume that the injuries 
were received by reason of an acci- 
dent and during the course of his 
employment. Claim allowed.

Naphthalene Not Cause

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accidents were probably the cause. 

The history of the claimant indi- 
cated that he had suffered some near- 
sightedness, and that there had been 
a partial separation of the retina of 
the left eye. Naphthalene in its crude 
form gives out some odor, but is not 
volatile or soluble. Toxicity and poi- 
son in the human system sufficient to 
cause separation of retinae in both 
eyes would necessitate the absorption 
of a very large dose, which within 
24 hours would cause destruction of 
the elements of the blood, effect the 
kidneys and liver, and produce ab- 
dominal pain. The claimant, how- 
ever, did not suffer from this con- 
dition, as he worked several days 
with usual efficiency after Septem- 


ber 8. 


Inasmuch as the claimant failed 
to sustain proof that his condition 
was causally related to any injury 
received in the course of, or arising 
out of, his employment, his claim 
was denied.

Watchman’s Duties Considered 
Hazardous 


((LAIMANT was a night watchman 

who worked from approximately 
five in the evening until about seven 
in the morning. His duties did not 
require that he operate any kind of 
machinery, but merely that he guard 
the property of the company. 

The claimant was an epileptic who, 
from time to time, for about twenty 
years, suffered nervous seizures or dis- 
turbances which caused him to lose 
consciousness. February 11, 1943, he 
came on duty at the usual time. The 
night was cold, and he found that the 
day employees had built a fire which 
the complainant kept going in order 
that he might warm himself. At about 
5:30 a.m., while warming himself at 
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the fire, he suffered one of these 
nervous attacks, and when he re- 
gained consciousness, he found both 
of his feet had been badly burned in 
the fire.

The purpose of this suit is to re- 
cover compensation from his em- 
ployer and employer's insurer for that 
injury. Claimant’s demands are based 
upon the fact that his injuries were 
incurred while in the course of his 
duties, and that he was engaged in a 


dangerous occupation. The company 


contends, however, that his duties 
were simply those of a night watch- 
man and were entirely of an un- 
hazardous nature, and that, therefore, 
the injuries sustained did not come 
under the workmen’s compensation 
act. 

The very nature of his duties 
caused him to be exposed to the 
elements; and since the night was 
extremely cold, it was necessary to 
keep a fire going to prevent his freez- 
ing. In doing so, he was protecting 
his employer as well as himself, for 
had he Rent injured through the 
freezing of some member of his body 
while on duty, it is clear it would have 
been an accident arising out of and 
in the course of his employment.

There was no question that the 
company’s business was hazardous 
because of the machinery used b 
it; and claimants duties were to look 
after and protect this machinery and 
to see that it was all in place when 
morning came. The fact that the 
machinery was not in operation dur- 
ing the hours he worked did not 
change the nature of the company’s 
business during those hours. Its busi- 
ness was hazardous, both night and 
day, and plaintiff was employed to 
work in that hazardous business. 

The nervous attack which rendered 
him unconscious was not the proxi- 
mate cause of his injuries; it was the 
fire at which he was warming himself 
that caused his injuries. If he had 
been at home and not a work, the 
nervous seizure would never have 
caused him the injury, and the fact 
that he was subject to such seizure 
cannot prevent his recovery. 


It was the opinion of the court 
that the claimant was entitled to 
compensation for the injuries he 
received, for he was injured in an 
accident while performing the du- 
ties he was employed to perform. 
Claim allowed.

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ric and she fell, injuring her hip, 
about five feet from the machine 
where she worked. 

Her lunch hour, about forty-five 
minutes, was her own time, and she 
could do as she pleased. However, 
the evidence indicated that while she 
was in the beauty parlor under or- 
dinary circumstances, she could be 
phoned from the drapery department 
if she were needed; but no one had 
ever had occasion to call her there. 

The question arises as to whether 
or not this claim was compensable. 
Under the statute, an accident arises 





in the course of employment within 
the meaning of the Act “when it oc- 
curs within the period of the ony. 
ment at a place where the employee 
reasonably may be in the performance 
of his duties and while he is fulfilling 
those duties, or engaged in doing 
something incident Resdtn An acci- 
dent arises out of the ‘employment’ 
when it arises because of it, as when 
the employment is the contributing 
approximate cause. This and the con- 
ditions stated above must concur be- 
fore the act can apply.” 

The burden was upon the claimant 
to prove that the injury for which 
compensation is sought arose out of 
and in the course of employment be- 
fore compensation can be awarded. 


The court, in this case, held that 
the injury did not arise out of and 
in the course of employment inas- 
much as what the employee did 
during her time was of her own 
choosing.

Inhalation of Mercury Gases 


HEN I. THIERS, formerly a 
farmhand, started working for 
the company January 14, 1942. He 
was put to work on the retort and 
condenser system in the mill. The 
mill building was constructed of cor- 
rugated iron and contained 12 win- 
dows. The window and doors were 
open most of the time, except when 
inclement weather forbade it. 








The operation of the mill and the 
recovery of quick silver was substan- 
tially as follows: the crushed ore 
conveyed to the furnace is heated to 
1400°F., at which int the mer- 
cury dissociates and the vapor passes 
into a condenser. 

The claimant’s duties consisted of 
cleaning down the condenser system 
daily, by hand, cleaning out the ovens, 
and other work incidental thereto. He 
continued to work at this job until 
March 4, 1942, when he began ex- 
—— stiff joints, abdominal 
cramps, diarrhea, insomnia, and dizzy 
spells. He began — up blood and 
had a metallic taste in his mouth. 

He subsequently consulted a den- 
tist, who treated his gums for mer- 
curial poisoning, and pa consulted a 
physician who treated him with in- 
jections of sodium thiosulphate. The 
cramps became worse and he had to 
stay at home where he was treated 
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for chronic mercurial poisoning. 

Claimant requests compensation; 
but the company disclaims responsi- 
bility by reason of the fact that the 
injuries did not arise out of an acci- 
dent as defined by the Workmen's 
Compensation Act, not being an ex- 
pected event and not traceable to a 
definite time, place or cause. 

Evidence in the record indicates 
sufficiently that there was lack of 
ventilation where the claimant worked 
because of the bad weather which 
necessitated closing the doors and 
windows most of the time. There was 
nothing in the record to indicate that 
he was warned of the danger of mer- 
cury. He was constantly exposed to 
toxic vapors, and his hands were ex- 
posed to a mixture of water and mer- 
cury. 

There was no question that the 
mercury vapors were escaping at the 
plant during the entire period of his 
employment. Further, there is nothing 
in the record to indicate that there 
was any other possible means of his 
contracting the poisoning other than 
from his place of employment. Conse- 
quenty, the only reasonable inference 

at can be drawn is that the poison 
gases and fumes permeating the mill 
were the proximate causes of the in- 
jury, and are sufficient to supply the 
causal connection between the em- 
ployment and the injury. 


It was the duty of the company 
to furnish the claimant with a safe 
place to work. Mercurial poisoning 
is not considered a condition aris- 
ing by reason of an accident, but is 
an occupational disease for which 
the common law provides a remedy. 
The company was required to pay 
damages by reason of its failure to 
maintain a safe place to work.

Contagion 


Dental sepsis in the form of in- 
fections are of utmost significance 
because of possible contagion. 
Diagnosis and therapy frequently 
require the combined services of 
the industrial physician and dentist 
to arrest the infection and hasten 
recovery. 


Industrial Injuries 


A most necessary service in the 
dental program is the treatment of 
injuries involving teeth and ad- 
jacent oral tissues. The frequency 
with which these injuries occur 
make the availability of emergency 
dental care highly desirable. Den- 
tal injuries invariably are not con- 
fined to teeth alone, and are usu- 
ally complicated by contusions and 
lacerations of the face and mouth. 
The successful treatment of many 
of these injuries requires the closest 
cooperation between the surgeon 
and the dentist. Post-operative den- 
tal care following emergency den- 
tal and surgical treatment should 
be left to the dentist of the patient's 
choice. 


Occupational Diseases 


Dentistry in industry can be of 
immense value in dealing with the 
problem of occupational diseases 
affecting workers in numerous in- 
dustries. The recognition and treat- 
ment of the oral manifestations of 
disease peculiar to certain indus- 
tries demand special study and 
careful observation by the indus- 
trial dentist collaborating with the 
industrial physician and hygienist. 
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With proper dental supervision, 
early recognition and treatment can 
help reduce the economic loss ac- 
cruing from many of these ail- 
ments. 

Some occupational disease proc- 
esses are purely dental in charac- 
ter, and proper corrective measures 
can prevent further destruction. 
Prophylactic measures and im- 
proved mouth hygiene instituted by 
dental supervision can control the 
toxic absorption of noxious chemi- 
cal substances of occupational or- 
igin that are introduced into the 
oral cavity and through dental le- 
sions gain ingress into the deeper 
tissues and vascular system. 


Dental Health Education 


Dental health cannot be ac- 
quired in a dental chair. It can only 
be attained and maintained by 


proper nutrition, supplemented by 
adequate mouth hygiene. The in- 
dustrial nutritionist can be of tre- 
mendous aid through education 
and feeding supervision. He should 
be mindful of the fact that protec- 
tive foods, of high mineral and 
vitamin content, are also of utmost 
value to dental health. Proper au- 
trition is more important to dental 
health than adequate diet. 
Because of the high caloric value 
of the average American diet, it is 
necessary to compensate with strict 
hygienic measures. As long as 
workers are encouraged to eat 
more candy to provide energy and 
to drink acidulated soft drinks, they 
should certainly be admonished to 
brush their teeth thoroughly with 
an alkaline dentifrice. An inexpen- 
sive one such as bicarbonate of 
soda will do more to promote den-

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tal health than any other single 
measure. Mouth hygiene is a 
“must” to dental health, and only 
the refreshed feeling of a well- 
cleansed mouth will make the in- 
dividual dental-health conscious. 

Dental health education can 
only be extended to all workers by 
the effective cooperation of indus- 
try, industrial health authorities, 
the dental profession, and the pub- 
lic health agencies. Limited educa- 
tional programs have been under- 
taken by certain industries and 
dental hygiene organizations. But 
to attain maximum effectiveness, an 
educational campaign should be 
nationwide in scope. 

The approach to optimum den- 
tal health for all workers, and with 
it the solution of the dental health 
problem, can only be accomplished 
by the indoctrination of the work- 
ers mind, through education 
whereby dental health will be 
fervently sought on the’ initiative 
of each individual.

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CLIMBING THE LADDER TO SAFETY 


(Continued from page 29) 


The upper end of a ladder 
should never rest against a window 
pane or sash. A board long enough 
to extend beyond the window 
opening on either side should be 
secured to the tops of the side- 
bars. 


Step-ladders 


One of the chief causes of step- 
ladder accidents is failure to fully 
extend the legs and lock them in 
place. 

Treads on this type of ladder are 
intended to be horizontal when the 
ladder is fully opened. If an un- 
opened sstep-ladder iis leaned 
against a wall, the treads are likely 
to be at a dangerous angle, and the 
user may lose his balance. 

A step-ladder should never be 
used on stairs with movable ob- 
jects under the legs to make up for 
the difference in leg height. Many 
serious falls have resulted from this 
procedure. 

Ropes, cords, wires, or chains 
should never be substituted for 
metal braces on the legs of step- 
ladders, because without suitable 
metal locking braces, ladders are 
likely to collapse. 


Caution 


A final caution is that a person | 


should never stand on the top step. 
If he loses his balance while there, 
he cannot grasp the ladder to 
steady himself. Moreover, if he 
tries to step down to a lower tread, 
his movements may cause the lad- 
der to tip sidewise. 

Many ladder accidents can be 
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prevented by using only ladders 
that are of approved construction, 
by inspecting them frequéntly, and 
by keeping them in good repair. A 
far greater number of accidents 
can be avoided by following these 
safe practices, and others will sug- 
gest themselves if due considera- 
tion is given to possible hazards.

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recording, assistance in outlining 
needs of an adequate medical de- 
partment, and in establishing com- 
plete industrial hygiene programs 
in the plant. 


Sources of Investigations 


Because the program of each 
unit is so closely allied with the 
war effort, much of the work done 
is self-initiated. However, industry 
and labor accounts for most of the 
requests for service. Management 
made a goodly percent of the re- 
quests, indicating the desire on its 
part for such services. Requests are 
also made by labor unions and em- 
ployees, groups of individuals, Fed- 
eral agencies, insurance companies, 
private physicians, etc. 


Occupational Diseases 
Although not a major activity of 








the units, an extremely important 
activity is the epidemiological in- 
vestigations of occupational illness. 
Many states have enacted legisla- 
tion compensating workers for oc- 
cupational diseases. Stimulating 
such reporting is usually an impor- 
tant function of the services. But 
the progress has been slow, espe- 
cially since the emphasis has been 
on rendering service to essential 
war industries without delay. 


Recommendations Made 


Perhaps no other phase of activ- 
ity of the industrial hygiene services 
reflects so strikingly the effect of 
the war effort on problems needing 
solution as the type of recom- 
mendations made. It is significant 
to note that at a time when plants

services in the plant. These in- 


cluded suggestions for health pro- | 


grams, improvements or installa- 
tions of first-aid facilities, the pro- 
curement of first-aid personnel, etc. 

Other seielanieaiatiinn called 
for preplacement and _ periodic 
medical examinations and X-rays. 
Improvements in sanitation facili- 
ties were suggested; also, personal 
protective measures, such as pro- 
tective clothing, ointments and 
respiratory devices; and the engi- 
neering control of air contaminants. 
Recommendations were made for 
miscellaneous items such as the im- 
provement of ventilation, illumina- 
tion, the reduction of noise, good 
housekeeping, and the prevention 
of fatigue and crowding. 


Promotion and Education 


The more recent endeavors of 
the industrial hygiene services have 
been extended to health promotion 
and education on various phases of 
industrial health. Because of the 
mushrooming population in newly- 
industrialize areas, additional 
service is required. Some of the 
causes are common colds, out- 
breaks of dysentery and other com- 
municable diseases. Several states 
assist industry with venereal dis- 
ease and tuberculosis programs. 

Many states are doing a good 
deal of work in promoting the re- 
cording and reporting of absentee- 
ism. In fact, some state units re- 
ceive such reports and analyze 


them for industry, and others are

Applied Safety Engineering is the 
name of a book written by H. H. Ber- 
man, safety engineer at Consolidated 
Gas, Electric Light and Power Com- 
pany of Baltimore, and H. W. Mc- 
Crene, field engineer, Baltimore Safety 
Council. These men should know their 
subject as they are both instructors in 
safety engineering at the University of 
Maryland. 

The book was written on the pre- 
mise that industrial safety engineering 
has assumed national importance as 
a profession. The authors felt there 
was a need for practical knowledge— 
information about methods that have 
been tested in the field and proved 
successful. 

For the formula of successful safety 
work, they have used the handling of 
the accident case as a common de- 
nominator. And since safety engineer- 
ing deals with cases, this book is pre- 
sented on a modified case basis. Cer- 
tain cases are stated, and then they 
are analyzed from such angles as 
investigation reports, safety messages, 
safety conferences, etc., on these same 
accidents. 

The technique of writing safety 
messages is outlined, also that of safety 
talks, conferences, inspections, inves- 
tigations. Two supplementary chap- 
ters are offered at the back of the 
book. The first is “Sources of Infor- 
mation Used in Formulating Pattern 
Safety Rules and Regulations.” The 
other is a series of 25 sample accident 
cases, for which the authors have pro- 
vided several possible uses, such as: 
discussion at safety meetings, material 
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for talks, as part of training courses, 
etc.
